Canton, April rith, 

Some cases of plague are reported in the city, 
but the deaths cannut be many. The coffin 
shops are well supplied with coffins, and this is 
the best evidence that the death rate in the city 
is low, At the same time, I think it is true 
thata few cases of plague have takea place 
and that deaths have followed. In the villages 
about Canton there is some plague, In San 
Ureity, for instance, many cases have been 
reported, but not nearly so many as in former 
yeas At Fu Shan, iu the Tung Kan district, 
and about forty miles cast from Canton, up- 
wards uf a bundred deaths have occurred, 


THE RAILWAY TROUBLE. 

Reports of trouble on the railway come to 
hand every now and again, The killing of the 
Indian watchtnan is probably not true, There 
's no confiruvation of tie story here, Soine of 
the engineers were attacked several days ago, 
butthey escaped unhurt. There will always 
Le these attacks. The Chinese are not pre- 
pared for the great change a railway makes 
nor can they understand why rules should be 
so strictly enforced. Time will teach them 
something they do not know now. In the 
meantime the railway is well patronized. Four
